An unbalanced state relief condi- 
tion is found by Dr. N. Gregory Sil- 
vermaster, SERA research and sur- 
wey director.

Careful Driving Urged 
During Holidays 


With Christmas shopping 
crowds thronging the streets mo- 
torists are confronted with the 
need for particular care this 
month to avoid accidents involv- 
ing persons on foot. The rights 
of pedestrians in traffic are the 
subject of a series of educational 
efforts being carried 
Lecember by the Public Safety 
Department of the California 
State Automobile Association. In 
4 statement announcing the effort 
the motorists organization points 
out that accident records show a 
greater number pedestrian 
deaths and injuries in December 
than in any other month of the 
year. 

Factors contributing to this in- 
crease of pedestrian accidents are 
inclement weather, traffic conges- 
tion, and shoppers preoccupied 
with gift problems rather than 
safety, the statemene comments. 
Motorists are being urged to rec- 
cgnize the rights which law gives 
to pedestrians. These rights are 
definitely stated in the California 
Vehicle Act. 

The law requires that motorists 
shall yield the right of way to 
pedestrians within any marked 
crosswalk, or any unmarked cross 
walk at the end of a block. 

When a motorist has stopped at 
a crosswalk or at any intersection 
to permit pedestrians to cross, it 
is unlawful for any other motorist 
approaching from the rear to 
overtake and pass the 
has stopped.

More than a score of consulta- 
tive clinics been held 
throughout the state during the 
past year of the program of health 
education carried on by the Cali- 
fornia Tuberculosis Association 
which is now conducting the an- 
nual Christmas Seal Sale. 

Dr. Robert L. Cunningham, 
speaking of these clinics detined 
their purpose as purely education- 
al, as a means whereby medical 
men can be informed of the latest 
advances in the knowledge of tu- 
berculosis and the methods of 
treatment. 

Dr. Cunningham said: “The Cal- 
ifornia Tuberculosis Association in 
establishing its consultative clin- 
ics had in mind the need of bring- 
ing practicing physicians in touch 
with the rapid developments in the 
science of treating tuberculosis. 
The very nature of their work, the 
ever pressing demands on their 
time, make it especially difficult 
tor the average doctor to leave 
his practice to study the new 
techniques that are rapidly being 
developed. The consultative clinics 
are in effect teaching clinics that 
bring the school to the doctor.” 

“A favorable reaction on the 
part of various county medical so- 
cieties who have jointly, with the 
California Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion, sponsored these clinics indi- 
cates that this program meets a 
real need. Outstanding specialists 
conduct these clinics at which pa- 
tients referred by the physicians 
ere examined.

Among the most interesting o 
all winter birds is the cedar 
waxwing, who appears in the val- 
ley in large numbers at this seas- 
on. These little fellows are partic- 
ularly fond of our redberries—and 
they can strip every berry from a 
Toyon bush in 20 or 30 minutes. 

The cedar waxwing has the 
highest of all bird notes—a note 
so high, in fact, that to many it 
is inaudable. He is easily identi- 
fied by his crested head. A flock 
of cedar waxwings lined up along 
a telephone wire look like so many 
drum majors on parade. Unex- 
| plained is their curious habit of 

passing a berry or some other 
| food from beak to beak along such 
a row with none attempting to 
eat it. 

Most numerous of our strictly 
winter birds is the Gambol white 
crown sparrow, who winters in 


our 


Santa Clara valley by the tens of 
thousands. He summers high in 
the mountains—but it becomes too 
cold up there for even such a 
warm-blooded, active little chap 
as he. So down he comes, he and 
his fellows, to enjoy the winter 
hospitality of Santa Clara valley. 

This region even has a winter 
humming bird, the Anna hummer, 
who likes the valley well enough 
to stay here all year round.
